AMSAT-NA Vice President for Engineering Dick Jansson (WD4FAB) enthus- 
iastically announces a major milestone in the Phase-3D project. 


As was stated in November, the European Space Agency (ESA) informed AMSAT 
at a meeting in Europe, that it would not provide the interface which 
Phase-3D had been designed for over the past two years. This design 


involved a conical section tapering from approximately 1920 millimeters 
(about 6.3 £t) to approximately 1200 millimeters (about 4 ft) in diameter. 
This conical section was supposed to be the central structural core of the 
Phase-3D satellite. 


What ESA offered instead was a cylindrical section 2624 millimeters (8.6 
ft) in diameter and 750 millimeters (approximately 2.5 ft) high, coupled 
with a 830 millimeter (approximately 32 inch) high conical section, which 
tapers to 1200 millimeters. This led WD4FAB to conduct an exhaustive 
series of design studies, including all-important thermal considerations. 
These pointed to a completely new design concept for Phase-3D, one employ- 
ing a much smaller spacecraft carried inside the adaptor section and 
separating from it following its detachment from the Ariane launch vehicle, 
rather than using it as a central structural core. 


It was not known, however, if ESA would support such a concept. But, on 
January 27, 1993 the answer came. In a meeting between Dr. Karl Meinzer 
DJ4ZC and ESA officials, an agreement was reached on the use of the separ- 
able configuration. 


This means that detailed design of the structural and thermal aspects of 
the satellite can commence in earnest. WD4FAB is working full-time on the 
task and expects to have it completed by August. 


This new design concept offers several advantages compared to the previous 
one and they are: 


1) AMSAT is responsible for the design of only the cylinder and its bolt 
circles and this is considerably simpler than the conical structure that we 
had to design under the old concept. 


2) ESA will be responsible for the conical portion of the adaptor section 
and the separation hardware between the cylindical portion and the Ariane- 
5 vehicle. 


3) A new 2300 millimeter (9 ft) diameter by 700 millimeter (27.5 inch) high 
Phase 3D spacecraft will reside inside the adaptor section. This makes for 
a significantly lighter satellite than under the previous concept in which 
the old conical adaptor section formed a part of the spacecraft's struc- 
ture. This means that much less propellant will be required to get into 
the final orbit. With the new design approach, P3D is estimated to weigh 
only about 430 kilograms (about 950 pounds) including propellant as opposed 
to nearly 600 kilograms (over 1300 pounds) previously. It should be 
emphasized that this smaller spacecraft will be just as capable as the old 
one, in so far as providing amateur communications and supporting various 
other experiments. It is currently estimated, however, that the solar 
arrays will produce somewhat less power, about 730 watts compared with 870 
watts for the old configuration. 


4) The antennas, and most importantly the rocket nozzle, and in fact any 
other structural elements can protrude up to 400 millimeters into the 
conical section. This provides much more design latitude than under the 
previous approach. 


As the program picks up momentum the need for funds grows apace. We invite 
all to carefully read President Bill Tynan's column in the new issue of the 
Amsat Journal regarding fund raising and the need for everyone to make a 
five year commitment to the P3D program.

BAKER AND HOWLAND ISLANDS. As of press time Thursday afternoon, 
EST, the AH1A crew is still awaiting transportation. Rough weather 
conditions has been the wrench in the gears. However, AH1A 
continues to be active with one station up and running, so catch 
them while you can. 


THREE DXAC NEWS RELEASES. The ARRL DX Advisory Committee provides 
three news releases on February 4, details of which follow. 


DXAC Considers additions to the DXCC Countries List 
ERITREA 


The DXAC is considering a petition to give current DXCC country 
status to this area that became a Province of Ethiopia in 1962. A 
popular vote for Eritrean independence is scheduled for April 1993. 
The DXAC awaits the results of that vote prior to their voting on 
DXCC country status. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


The DXAC is studying the recent dissolution of Czechoslovakia. The 
present agenda item proposes to delete the DXCC country of 
Czechoslovakia and add the Czech Republic and the Slovak Republic as 
new DXCC countries. There is discussion of the political aspects of 
the division which could affect the agenda question. A DXAC vote 
will be scheduled soon. 


In another release, the DXAC announces vote results 
ABU AIL 


The DXAC voted 10 to 6 to recommend deletion of these Red Sea 
Islands effective 31 March 1991, the date the Red Sea Lights Company 


resigned from management of the lighthouses on some of the islands. 
It appears that Yemen administers at least some of the islands now. 
The islands no longer meet the DXCC Rules separation requirement. 


TEMBOURG DISTRICT OF BRUNEI 


The DXAC voted 16 to 0 not to recommend addition of this physically 
separate district of Brunei to the DXCC Countries List. The 
separation distance is significantly less than the 75 miles required 
by the rules. 


And in a third release, DXAC seeks input on QSLing Practices 


The DXAC is seeking worldwide input on suggested DXCC rules changes 
that would discourage abuses in the QSL process. Interested parties 
may submit examples of poor QSLing practices and suggested changes 
until 31 August 1993. Any change in the rules must be fair, 
enforceable and not place burden on ARRL, the DXCC Desk or the DXing 
community.

Q6111 USA.

Eveready has introduced a consumer-grade lithium AA cell labelled 
for photo and other high-current uses. It is billed to have three 


times the capacity of alkaline cells and a 10-year shelf life. The L91 
photo batteries cost about $5 for a 2-pack. I saw them, of all places, 
in the photo department at K-mart. Has anyone tried these? 


I'm curious about the 1.5V labelling, since I was under the impression 
that all prior lithium electrolyte mixtured yielded a terminal voltage 
of 3V. These are definitely 1.5V cells which are drop-in replacements 
for standard AA batteries ... though very expensive ones! 


Popular Photography magazine has reviewed these cells. Eveready has 
developed a new kind of of lithium chemistry that gives cells of about 
1.5 V (actually more like 1.6 or 1.7, but this shouldn't hurt anything 
since alkaline cells at the very beginning of their discharge curve 
have voltage that high). Supposedly, the total energy you get from 
the cell at high discharge rates is about 2x that of alkalines; 
however, at low discharge rate, it's about the same as alkaline. 

Thus, they're being sold mainly to the photoflash market, which 
discharges the cells at a high rate. 


The other difference is that the discharge curve is flatter than 
that of alkaline cells, i.e. the voltage doesn't taper off as much 
as the cell is used up.

If you have some good foxhunt photos, I'd like to hear from you. They 

should be of publication quality, and should tell a story or illustrate 

some feature of foxhunting (which, of course, includes the thrill of the 
chase). They would need to have captions, but if a story comes with them, 
that would be even better. Authors and photographers will get credits. 

First preference is black and white photos or color slides; second preference 
is color photos. But if you have a GOOD picture, don't worry about the 
format.
